BOYCOTT LEAGUE. 


Addressing the jury, O’Connor said that 
they were members of the Boycott League.

They had decided that because ales were 
made in this country; but if there was no 
other justification for the ban on Bass other 
than the fact that Colonel Grettén, the chair- 
man of the company, was a bitter enemy 
of the Irish people, that would be sufficient. 
Colonel Gretton was a member of the British 
Parliament, and had availed himself of every 
eis to vent his hate, and was an 
ardent supporter oí the campaign of murder 
and pillage pursued by the Black and Tans. 
He had also urged more than once the ex- 
termination of the Irish people, In view of 
these facts, the boycott of Bass was justified. 
Théy (the prisoners) had taken an active part 
in .the military struggle against British 
domination, and regdrded this war as a con- 
tinuation of the struggle. .

“ Failure to remain active,” says the report,

emotional . despondency amo t unem- 
ployed, as well as of financial despondency. 
They include varying degrees of chronic 
irritability, sensitiyeness to fancied slights, 
discriminations or criticism; bitterness and 
sullenness. Mental depressions, ranging from 
just ordinary spells of the ‘blues’ to real 
mélancholia, are frequent, while apathy, in- 
difference, resignation or hopelessness also are 
typical reactions in some personalities. 

Other symptons are listed as ‘‘ almost 
frantic readiness to embrace” social, religious 
or political philosophies promising relief; a 
growing increase in “credulity and supersti- 
tion,” and a mounting tendency to patronise 
fortune tellers and mystics.

help their teeth-cutting. while amulets ol 
moles’ feet, cairn-gorms and shrivellea 
potatoes are popular antidotes to 
rheumatism and other ills in most rural 
districts. That the belief in magic is not 
confined to credulous country. folk was 
demonstrated the other day when a well- 
known London doctor stated that among 
Mis recent visitors was a young woman 
university graduate of distinction who 
besought him to cure her father’s cows, 
which, she declared, had been bewitched 
by the evil eye.

“DEVIL AND THE DEEP,”’ 
AT THE CAPITOL. 


“Devil and the Deep” is straight melo- 
drama, and good of its kind. Following a 
fashion which seems to te much in favour in 
Hollywood at the moment, it brings together 
several major stars in the same story, two of 
them being English in this case. Of these, 
Gary Cooper does not get much to do, 
Tallulah Bankhead is rather unsatisfactory 
(the screen does not seem to suit her person- 
ality as much as the stage does) and Charles 
Laughton gives a very good performance. 

The story is that of a submarine commander 
who is insanely jealous of his wife, to such a 
degree, in fact, that he can definitely be 
classed as a monomanic. Suspecting one of 
his lieutenants, he finds means to have him 
transferred to another ship, and his sus- 
picions of the next man reach such a point 
that he decides to go even further, and his 
revenge on the ‘‘erring couple”’ takes the 
form of wrecking the submarine while they 
are aboard—(how Tallulah happens to be 
aboard is, of course, another matter, but it 
must be said that. this rather improbable 
situation is managed quite neatly). All turns 
out well in the end for everyone except the 
commander, who drowns himself. 

Laughton gives a convincing study of his 
part, and gets through the difficult task of 
making it both sinister and pathetic. Per- 
haps on one or two occasions he overacts a 
little, but, on the whole, there is a restraint 
in his acting that makes it very effective, 
while the horrible suavity of his manner con- 
trasts well with his occasional bursts of frenzy. 
He is not in the Emil Jannings class yet, 
but for an actor who has had so little ex- 
perience of screen work his performance is 
remarkable. 

The story runs along very well—though an 
extensive “cut ” in the middle makes part ol 
it a little difficult to grasp—and the scenes 
on board the submarine are thrilling. 

The variety programme on the stage is 
notable for some amusing conjuring by Chris 
Chariton, while Gerlys and Lysia dance 
attractively.

On a twenty-acre field belonging to Mr. B. 
O'Dowd, opposite Newlands Golf Links, Clon. 
,dalkin, to-morrow, the third annual inter- 
county ploughing competition under the aus- 


pices of the National Ploughing Association 
will take place. Fourteen counties afe send- 
ing teams, and the counties of Kerry, Long- 
ford, North Tipperary and Louth will have 
entries for the first time 

As there are three entries from each county, 
forty-two of the best ploughmen in the Irish 
Free State are expected to show their skill 
In addition to ten others, these men will com- 
pete for the individual championship. During 
the last two years ths distinction, as weil as 
the inter-county championship, went to Co 
Wexford. In both years nine counties com- 
peted, and all the expense of entering and 
sending teams long distancés was borne by an 
small group of enthusiastic workers in each 
county. In the present instance, thanks to 
the Department of Agriculture, the County 
Committees of Agriculture in each county 
have been permitted to make a cash grant to 
Frowehing committees who entered teams. 

ease grants represent the cost of entry fee 
aud the travelling and subsistence costs of 
three ploughmen. 

There will be five judges, drawn from a 


nomiputed panel of eight judges, and the. 


work of judging will go on continuously from 
start to finish, : 

The County Dublin farmers will loan about 
55 pairs of plough horses to competitors from 
outside counties, and these horses will be 
balloted for by ploughmen who do not pro- 
vide their own horses.

A NEW USE FOR 
WIRELESS. 


TO CHECK SPREAD OF 
INFECTION. 


-“ 


Wireless as an aid to prevention of 
the spread of infectious diseases at ports 
is mentioned in the port sanitary regula- 
tions issued last night by the British 
Ministry of Health. 

The new regulations aim at consolidating 
in one code the whole of the regulations 
relating to the sanitary control of shipping 
in ports, except. with regard to the 
cleansing and disinfection of ships. 

Provision is made for preventing the 
access of rats to ships and for the control 
of persons embarking in outward-bound 
ships who are suffering from infectious 
disease, or who have been in such relations 
with persons so suffering as to render them 
liable to transmit disease. 

The sanitary authority is required to 
establish at least one mooring station with- 
in the docks for ships which are “ in- 
fected ’’' or ‘‘ suspected.’’ An additional 
mooring station outside the docks is also 
to be established. where this can be done. 

The master of a “* foreign-going ship ”’ 
arriving from foreign ports. must ascertain 
the health of all persons on board and 
give a “' declaration of health’’ to the 
Customs officer or the officer of the 
sanitary authority. If the Customs officer.

Newa that. has come to hand of a devastat- 
ing earthquake on Christmas Day in the 
remote mountainous region of west of the 
Chinese province of Kansu, in which 
thousands of Chinese are said to have been 
killed of injured, recalls that an earthquake 
of terrific imtensity was registered on that 
day by the seismegraph at Rathfarnham 
Castle 

The first shocks were felt at 2.15 a.m., and 
they continued for two and a half hours, The 
distance of the epicentre wag calculated to 
be 4,100 miles “along the are of the Great 
Circle running E.N.E and W.S.W. through 
Dublin, which would make the epicentre to 
the north of India—in Tibet or. Mongolia. 
The swing of the pens at the peak of the 
disturbance was the greatest yet recordéd on 
the Rathfarnham  seismograph,

To-day the food inspector and the public 
analyst are among the poor man's best 
friends; but they cannot afford to relax 
their care. Perpetual vigilance is the price 
of safety.

Happily, the number of unemployed .n 
the Free State is comparatively small, but 
the cost of their maintenance falls more | 
heavily on the individual taxpayer than 
in Great Britain. Hitherto the Govern- 
ment has done very little to help the work- 
less. It has imposed stiff tariffs in an 
effort to exclude British goods, but it 
has launched an economic war against 
Great Britain which has paralysed the 
entire export trade. Bounties and relief 
moneys are being handed out lavishly at 
the taxpayers’ expense. The unemployed 
are being encouraged to expect something 
for nothing—a fact whieh is causing wide- 
spread demoralisation; and there is no 
attempt to help industry by the relief of 
taxation. Manifestly, little can be 
done so long as the economic war with 
Britain is allowed to continue. All the 
bounties and doles in the world will net 
create another pennyworth of wealth in 
the Free State. The Government has a 
wonderful chance to improve matters by a 
policy which will encourage agriculture 
and thus will increase the export trade. It 
seems to have committed itself to the very 
opposite policy—namely, to penalise th: 
farmer and to put a stop to exports, '! 
this policy is maintained, there will be

Every possible precaution is bein 
taken hy the British Ministry of Agricul- 
ture officials to cope with cattle disease in 
tle most effective manner.

FFICIAL quarters in Tokyo indicate 

that Japan’s reply to the League, 
which was despatched last evening, is in 
the nature of an emphatic negative. 

Japan had been asked by the Com- 
mittee of Nineteen for a clear and un- 
equivocal “ Yes ” or “ No” to the ques- 
tion whether she would accept without re- 
serve the proposition that the existing 

régime in Manchukuo does not constitute 
a solution of the problem. 

According to report, the repiy holds 
that the League is responsible for the 
failure of the conciliation efforts made 
under Paragraph 3 of Article 15 of the 
League Covenant. 

It further expresses the Japanese 
Government's intention, in accordance 
with Paragraph 5 of that Article, to sub- 
mit a refutation of the charges made 
against Japan, if Paragraph 4 (providing 
for a League | report and recommenda- 
tions) be applipd. 

FOREGONE CONCLUSION, 

Though reticent as to whether the 
League’s projected recommendations would 
lead to Japan's withdrawal from the 
League, the official spokesman expressed 
his personal belief that withdrawal was 
now a foregone conclusion. 

Mr. Matsuoka, the Japanese representa- 
tive at Geneva, in a conversation with Sir 
Eric Drummond, the Secretary-General of 
the League, claimed that Jehol was an in- 
tegral part of Manchuria. 


He further declared, Sir Eric states; |: 


that if the Chinese continued~as they 
were now doing—to mass troops on ‘the 
frontier, Japan was by treaty bound te 
assist Manchukuo.

CASE WHICH LASTED 
THIRTY-FIVE DAYS. 


Judgment was delivered by Mr. Justice 
Clauson in. the Chancery Division, London, 
yesterday afternoon. in a case which lasted 
thirty-five days and which) cost £1,000 a 
day. 

The case was that brought by British 
Celanese, Ltd., of Spondon, Derby, againat 
Courtaulds, Ltd., of Coventry, alleging .r- 
Íringement of three letters patent .o- 
evaporative, or dry-spinning, of cellulose 
acetate artificial silk. 

Courtaulds denied infringement, and 
counter-claimed for the revocation of the 
patents on the ground of invalidity. 

The judge found that — 

Celanese’s first patent disclosed no sub 
ject matter, and. was, therefore, invalid 

The second patent, for a cap spinning 
device, was bad for want of subject matter, 


and 

Celanese had failed to establish infringe 
ment bf the third patent (for the pro 
duction of artificial silk by an evaporative 
process). 

The. judge dismissed Célanese's action 
with costs, and made an order for the 
revocation of the three patents in the suit. 

If Celanese desired it, they might have 
a direction inserted in the judgment that 
the revocation order was not to he pre 
sented to. the Patent. Office.until three 
weeks from that day if notice of appeal 
was given within that period.

A NEARER APPROACH 
TO AMERICA. 


VIEWS OF PREMIER'S 
STATEMENT. 


The Prime Minister’s answer to debt 
uestions in the House of Commons yester- 
ay gave members the impression that 
world’ economic problems are to play a 
more important part in the forthcoming 
negotiations with America than had been 
generally supposed, says the Press Associa- 
tion Lobby Correspondent. It will be 
remembered that last month the British 


Government, in intimating its readiness 


to enter into debt discussions, agreed to 
exchange views with Mr. Roosevelt on 
““other world economic problems in which 
the two Governments are interested ’’; but 
the Government also pointed out that 
decisions on questions which would form 
the agenda of the World Economic Con- 
ference could not be reached before the 
Conference met. 

Members of Parliament yesterday felt 
that the Prime Minister’s statements 
made a nearer approach to the American 
point of view by giving greater prominence 
to the economic side of the forthcoming 
discussions. This is regarded as an im- 
portant change, and it probably is due 
to the information which Sir Ronald 
Lindsay has been able to lay before the 
Government of the state of opinion in 
America. 

Parliamentarians now infer that. the 
discussions with the American Govern- 
ment are likely to last many more weeks 
than at one time appeared probable.

CURRENCY POLICY.

Havenga, Mitiister of Finance, in a state- 
ment regarding the linking of the Union 
currency with sterling when he moved the 
second reading of the Currency Bill in the 
Assembly to-day.
